Following is my tenth annual report as Superinten- 


dent of your Schools: 
Enrollment, February 12, 1940

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There were several changes in the teaching staff in 
Merrimack this year. At McGaw Normal Institute 
Miss Olive Raymond, a graduate of the University of 
New Hampshire was elected to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Miss Anne Frederick. Miss Kath- 
erine Sweeney, who has taught for several years at 
Reed’s Pond and South Merrimack, was elected to fill 
the vacancy in the upper grades at Thornton’s Ferry 
caused by the resignation of Miss Alyce Gage. Miss 
Mary Chesworth, a graduate of Lowell Normal School, 
was elected to fill the vacancy at South Merrimack. 
Miss Etta Dickey was elected to fill the vacancy in the 
upper grades in Merrimack caused by the resignation 
of Miss Marie Murphy. 

There was quite a large increase in the number of 
children of elementary school age registered in Reed’s 
Ferry this year so that it was possible to reopen the 
primary room in that school. Miss Carolyn Osgood 
was elected for this position. 

Since the first of February the Federal Surplus Com- 
modities Corporation has distributed apples, oranges, 
canned peaches, and raisins to each of the schools in 
Merrimack. Through this source it has been possible 
to supply each child with apples and oranges each day.

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REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER OF MCGAW 
NORMAL INSTITUTE 


The school year opened September 6, with a total 
enrollment of forty-eight pupils. It is interesting to 
note that only one has left school since the opening 
date. Another interesting fact relative to this year’s 
enrollment is that there are twenty-four girls and 
twenty-three boys. It is unusual, in any school register, 
to note so close a division of sexes enrolled. 


Of last vear’s graduating class of three, one is at- 
tending Nashua Business College; one is attending the 
University of New Hampshire, and one has found em- 
ployment locally. 


A correspondence course in Latin is being offered to 
three students this year. This work, offered through 
and sanctioned by the State Board of Education, is 
made available to the smaller schools of the country, 
by the University of Nebraska. 


Noon lunches are served under the supervision of 
Miss Olive Raymond, to an average of twenty students 
daily. Approximately eight students go home for noon 
lunch and thirty-nine remain at school. 


The school play, “Trouble Comes to Town’, presented 
last April, was a financial success. The school voted, 
early in May, to purchase an electric Victrola for danc- 
ing purposes. This has been of distinct benefit to the 
school and to the community. Not only have students 
of McGaw availed themselves of the opportunity to 
learn to dance, but the students of the Grammar school 
of Merrimack also. Under Miss Sleeper’s supervision, 
dancing classes were organized and instruction given. 
Naturally, when some sixty odd youngsters began to 
appear for instruction, some revision had to be made. 
At present the students of Reed’s Ferry Grammar 
School report to Miss Sleeper, and the students of the 
other schools are under the instruction of the teachers 
of their respective schools. Miss Sleeper has been as- 
sisted by the girls of McGaw. 
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The senior play, “A Pair of Country Kids’, was pre- 
sented in the Town Hall on December fifteenth. The 
proceeds of the play will be used to defray graduation 
expenses. It was possible to select the entire cast from 
members of the graduating class. The play was well 
received. 


The general form of the school paper ‘The McGaw 
Buzzer’ has been changed. Some advertising is now 
included in the paper. A mimeoscope has been made 
available through the generosity of Mr. Arthur Gor- 
don. The staff has purchased a new mimeograph ma- 
chine and other incidentals and soon hopes to obtain 
a new typewriter so that it will be possible that each 
member of the student body may receive each publica- 
tion. The south-west room of McGaw was refinished 
(painted and papered) through the cooperative eftorts 
of the Home Economics classes and the ‘“‘Buzzer office” 
will be located there. 


The athletic program of the school has gained some 
slight momentum. After a very successful baseball 
season last spring, it was decided that a winter sport 
would be of distinct advantage and that a hockey pro- 
gram would ‘be inexpensive and an educational factor 
for the community. The boys of the school built the 
rink under Mr. Geno’s efficient supervision. The school 
is indebted to Stanley Worrad, Franklin Haseltine, and 
Arthur Gordon for their kindness and cooperation. A 
tentative schedule of six games has been arranged. 
Mr. Larry Stuart has coached the boys gratuitously, 
and I am obligated to him for his fine spirit and as- 
sistance. 


Baseball will again be offered for the boys. It is 
hoped that money will be made available for the pur- 
chase of new uniforms. Their present uniforms are 
six years old. 


The girls as yet have no organized sport for inter- 
scholastic competition. Field hockey could be made 
available for the girls and, as there are many schools 
in the state sponsoring field hockey, many desirable 
contacts could be made. This would prove of distinct 
advantage to the girls and to the community. 


In closing this, my annual report to the citizens of 
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Merrimack, may I extend to you all, who have so loyal- 
ly supported and attended our school functions, my 
sincere thanks and appreciation. The interest you 
evidence in the school, makes more possible the 
effective teaching of the principles of American 
Democracy.
